UPon Tuefdaj^ the i6ih day of Jul )f 1706, about 
eight a clock in the Morning, it began to rain in 
and about De«%l, which continued inceffantly forgo 
hours, but not very violently, till about three or four a 
Clock in the Morning upon V/tdnefday^ when it rain d 
fomewhat fader, attended with a terrible noife ( like 
Thunder ) with feme flafhes of Lightning, and a boifte- 
rous Wind. About break of day the Rain and Wind 
began to abate of their violence, which Jeilen'd gradu- 
ally every hour, till about one or two a clock in the af- 
ternoon, and then it perfedly ceafed, and the A:r be- 
came clear and fomewhat calm. 

Upon Tmfday the Wind blew South WeO, but on 
Wednefday it was come to the North Weft. 

The cffefts of this great Srorm were difoial, for it oc- 
cafioned the overflowing of all the Rivers in Di:nblgh' 
Jbire, Fliutpire and Men^mtkjhm, &c. which r)oyled 
a great deal of Corn, and rook off all the Hay i su was 
mowed, near the Banks of the Rivers, which WiS carry- 
ed by the Stream in fuch yaft Qiiantiries dowa to the 
Bridges, that it choakt the Arches and inlets^ infomuch 
that it broke down above a dozen great Bridges, the re- 
building of which in the three Counties above mentioned 
is valued at fome thoufands of pounds. Great Oaks and 
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other large Trees were unrooted and {wept a way, with 
feveral Quickfet Hedges ; and fome Qaillets by the fide 
of the River Elr»; to cover'd with Stones and Gravel, 
that the Owners can't well tell whereabouts their Hedges 
and Landmarks -ftood 5 and the fame River has aker'd its 
courfe in fome places, fo as to rob the Landlords on one 
fide ot fome Acres, and beftowcd as much oji the oppo- 
fite fide. Two or three Rivulets, that convey'd Water 
to fome Mil!s,bave beenfo choaktup with Stones and Gra- 
vel, that the Owners don't think the Profit will counter- 
vail the great charge of clearing them. 

It is affirmed by a great many people, that the great 
Floods were not fo much the effetts of the Rain, as the 
breaking out of an infinite number of Springs, in fach 
places, as they were never known to flow from before. 
In the Town oi Denbigh a great many broke out in the 
Houfes and Stables, efpecially in that part which lies 
next the Caftle on the North fide of it j fome of whicb 
broke out with a great deal ot violence, and in fuch a 
quantity, that it is affirmed by feveral men of the Town^ 
that three of thefe new Springs, which flowed out of 
the Stables of the three noteH Inns, viz,, the BuU, Crofi 
Kejs, and Bo*rs Head, were fufficicnt to turn any Corn 
Mill. 

At a fmali diftance. Northward of Denbigh, lies Park,- 
Snodiog, a Rocky Hill, out of which broke out a great 
many Springs, which flowed fo plentifully for nine or 
ten days, that the Cattel water'd in them for that time 5 
whereas before and after, the people were forc'd to Wa- 
ter them all Summer long at a Well in the High- way, at 
fome diftance from this VarkrSnodiog, There are ft" 
veral deep Holes and Trenches cut in the High-ways 
adjoyning to the River Elroj, &c. lome fo very large, 
as to hide 3 or 4 Horfes, which is not attributed fo much 
to the overflowing of the River, as to the breaking out 
of Springs in thofe very places. 
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In Comb Mountain there is a Pit of a circular form, 
which in the Sommer time ufed to iia?e little or no Wa- 
ter in it, and in Winter^ as much Water as would fw'ell 
the fiirlace to about fourteen or fixteen yards crofs over: 
But now in the midft of Slimmer it rofe up at leaft a 
yard and a half higher than it was ever known to do in 
ihe weireft Winters ^ and overflowing -its Bmks^ .it fell 
down the Hill with Itich violence, as to penetrate into the 
very body of a Rocky Road, and dug Pits in it, that will 
bury the biggeft Horfes, and the Road, which v/as a 
common Highway, is now become irreparable. 




VL An Oh/erVation of a Tumor on the Neck^^ full of 
Hydatides^ cured hy Mr Amhony Hewnden^ 
Surgeon : CominunicMedhy DrEdw.Tyfon^ KI^.S. 

Gentlewoman in London, aged 25 yeirs, had a large 
Wenny Tumor, the Bafs taking its Origin from ail 
toe lower hinder part of tlie Skull, ftretching down the 
Neck near each Jugular, extending it felf almoft as low 
as both Scapnlas 5 on the upper part was a Phlegmon. The 
Radix being fo large, I put on a tranfverfe Cauftick the 
length and breadth of th^Ttimor^ intending to feparate 
lilt Cutis from the Membrane of iho Cijiis-^ but it being 
fo thin where the Phlegmon was, oblig'd me to divide tliQ 
Cijiis^ out of which I fav*d above threefcore Hjdatides, of 
the bignefs of a fmall Wallnut : Several more were broken. 
Thefe Hjdatidex fwum in a Liquor of the confiftencc of 
Whites of Eggs. In this GjHs I found a large quaarirj 
of Jtheromato^ and Steatomatous Matter, at tM BuJ^s a 
large Sarcomat^ih^ greateftpart I cut ofF,buc fearing to hua 
iheMaicles of the Neck, deferred it to the ncit dreki:i£. 
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
